The death of Jesse Grice, former mayor of Fort Wayne and 
jEormer sheriff of Allen comity, comes as a very poignant personal 
sorrow to thousands of persons outside his immediate family circle, 
loT Mr. Grice possessed to an im usual degree the faculty for making 
Mends and for retaining them as well. It was good to know him, 
ind one could scarcely leave behind a finer heritage than the multi- 
tude of personal friends and the wealth of their esteem and their 
jonfidence which was undoubtedly his. 


There was nothing of unwarranted pretense in the character 
jmd the make-up of the mau. He never assumed to be what he was 
not. He laid no claims to greatness. He was merely earnest, sincere 
and purposeful without ostentation and without the assumption of 
extraordinary gifts or superior qualifications. He was known as a 
"mixer" among men, and this was due not to design or motive, 
but to the fact that he enjoyed knowning people. It was his chief 
delight to meet them, to speak a kindly word, to listen sympathet- 
ically and to lend a helping hand in smoothing the spots in life's 
rough road whenever that was possible. 


He was essentially the "self-made" man. Orphaned at an early 
age and thrown upon his own resources m mere boyhood, he was 
schooled in experience. He was ambitious and he was encrgetic. In 
the young man there developed a business sense of unusually fine 
grade, and it never was tinged by dishonesty or deceit. 
The fact 
that he was twice honored by election as sheriff of Allen county and 
then as mayor of Fort Wayne, in each case against a normally ad- 
verse political majority, demonstrates more eloquently than words 
can do the high place he had won in public confidence and public es- 
teem of the people among whom the greater portion of his life had 
been spent. It is more than probable, too, that had his life been 


' spared, he would have again been chosen without contest as his par- 
ty's candidate for the mayoralty. Indeed, only the intervention of 
a law then on the state's statute books forestalled for him the honor 
of renomination as mayor at the expiration of his four-year term of 
office. 


We think nnbiased men of all political faiths will cheerfully pay 
tribute to the high character of Mr. Grice's administration as mayor 
•f Fort Wayne. His stand for law enforcement, his development of 
the municipal lighting plant and of street paving and his execution 
of the physical work of track elevation west of Calhoun street, are 
some of the features which stand out strongly as accomplishments of 
the four years during which he occupied the mayoralty chair. Mr, 
Grice was but human. Not everybody agreed with him in all things, 
and he was subject to the frailties and imperfections and peculiar- 
ities of the average man, but he was upstanding, wholesome and 
kindly. He loved his fellow man and he uniformly displayed a fine 
consideration for the rights and the opinions of others. His life was 
distinctly honorable and useful and the memory which harks back 
to him wUl be a kindly one. 


Mr. Taft criticizes President Wilson on the ground that the lat- 
ter's Mexican policy is "neither watchful nor waiting," and Colonel 
Roosevelt hasn't yet missed an opportunity to denounce the presi- 
dent's foreign policy as a whole and by individual sections. It will 
be noted, however, that neither of these eminent critics goes into de- 
tails or even generalizes regarding a substitute plan which would be 
luperior in dealing with America's international problems. No es- 
pecial acumen is necessary in making a Ipck. Anybody can do it, 
but in suggesting no remedy for alleged evils while offering objec- 
tion, one is merely making a nuisance of himself, without in the 
smallest degree helping to alleviate conditions about which he is 
complaining.

And that is the Lenox Coun- 
try club, wliere the leaders in Ameri- 
ca's most- exclusive social sets gather 
for golf and dances. 


This beautiful summer homeland of 
famous millionaires, where Mrs. Alfred 
G. Vanderbilt is staying at her mag- 
nificent estate of Shadowbrook; where 
Mrs. John E. Parsons, widow of 
the 
sugar king, has a palatial residence; 
wliere Mrs. Samuel Frothingliam, sis- 
ter of former Secretary of the Navy 
George von L. Meyer resides, exactly 
reverses the attitude of the rest of the 
nation toward Dr. Dumba. 


America welcomed Dr. Dumba at his 
arrival, but feels little regret-at his de- 
parture.

Foreigners and Americans 
in Accord on Many of 
the Details. 


New York, Sept. 18.—The two par- 
ties to the negotiations looking to the 
creation of a mammoth loan here to 
Great Britain and France met in se- 
cret again today in an effort to ad- 
just their differences over this question: 
Shall the big credit—billion dollar or 
otherwise—provide funds for the pay- 
ment of munitions of war as well as 
wheat, cotton and other commodities or 
shall a separate and distinct method 
be adopted 
in 
settling 
the 
bill 
for 
riües, shrapnel, war automobiles, aero- 
planes and other items coming under 
the meaning of war munitions? 


The Anglo-Freneh financial commis- 
sion which is conducting negotiations 
on behalf of (Jreat Britain and France 
is said to want the credit to take care 
of munitions. 


The American bankers—or what ap- 
pears to be a majority of them—ap- 
parently do not. 
In their camps, how- 
ever. 
there 
is 
marked 
diversion 
of 
opinion, while the commission is re 
ported to be unanimous. 


Upon the following things, both par- 
ties are said to have reached an agree- 
ment: 
The life of the loan—which is 
to be five years, ten years or from five 
to ten years, as may be deemd advis- 
able later; the form of the bonds, which 
are to be first Hen (first mortgage) 
bonds on 
Great Britain 
and 
Franco 
jointly; and the 
collateral it 
having 
been agreed that there shall be no col- 
lateral. 


Where They Disagree. 


On the other hand there is an ap- 
parent disagreement on these features 
of the proposed credit: The question of 
including munitions of war; the mat- 
ter of Russia's 
participation and the 
interest rate. 
The last named, it is 
said, however, is practically settled a^

France will not pay more than straight 
5 per cent rate, bankers and investors 
to obtain the bonds on the same terms. 
If this be the case, there -will be no 
underwriting syndicate, no big fees for 
placing the loan and the subscription 
books will be open to all comers, pro- 
German or pro-ally.

SIEFANSSOII'S NEW 
Lili »CUSSED 


Geographers Much Interest- 
ed in New Discovery in 
the Far North. 


New York, Sept. 
18.—Satisfied 
by 
V'ilhjalmar Stefansson's 
announcement 
that he is alive and well on Bankslaind, 
in the Arctic, explorers and geographers 
directed attention today to the new land 
he has discovered in the far n^rth. 
In 
it Stefansson says Che newly discovered 
land is located near 78 degrees north 
latitude and 117 degrees west longitude. 
He actually saw about 100 miles ,of 
coast line rimning in an easterly direc- 
tion and apparently penetrating to a 
distance twenty miles inland where from 
a hilltop the explorer saw mountains 
at a distance of fifty miles. 


Cj'rus Adams, president of the Amer- 
ican geographers, declared today that 
Stefansson's new land lies more than 
100 miles to the north of Prince Patrick 
island and that the most southerly part 
the land which the e.xplorer visited is 
considerably to the east of the most 
eastward extension of Prince Patrick 
island. 
The lands nearest to it, Mr. 
Adams said, was the Polynia islands, a 
little group north of 
^inee 
Patrick 
island about 75 or 80 miles! from- the 
new land. 


Mr. Adams expressed the opinion that 
the land discovered by Stefansson rises 
from the continental shelf in shallow 
waters that surroundd-the Parry Archi- 
pelago and that its discovery shows that 
this part of the Arctic ocean is com- 
paratively shallow. 


:M.r Adams also pointed otit that an- 
other notable achievement 
was Stef- 
ansson's charting of the northeast coast 
of Prince Patrick island. 
There was a 
stretch of some fifty miles of this coast 
line which had not been covered in pre- 
vious survevs but the gap now has been 
filled. 


The expedition was imdertaken by 
Stefansson to test the theories which 
had been set forth by Dr. Nansrn and 
others that the unexplored portion of 
the Arctic ocean is a deep basin vir- 
tually devoid of land. 
Other explorers 
had asserted that land of considerable 
area lies undiscovered there.

Man Who Succeeded Shank 
as Mayor, Drops Dead in 
Hotel at Indianapolis. 


Indianapolis, 
Sept. 
18.—Harry 
R. 
Wallace, who served as city controller of 
this city during the administration of 
Mayor Samuel L. Shank and succeeded to 
the oiEce of mayor when Shank was 
forced out on account of alleged lawless- 
ness during the street car and teamsters' 
strike in the fall of 1913, dropped dead 
or heart disease here last night in a down 
town hotel. 
Wallace also tilled the of- 
fice of recorder of Marion county for a 
four year term. He was 46 years old. 


Mayor Wallace upon assuming oihce 
during the strike bef;an a rigid law en- 
forcement campaign and union labor oe- 
came embittered toward him. The po- 
lice force was armed with riot clubs and 
riñes and the automobile squad wagons 
of the lire department were filled with 
officers avmcd with riot guns ready to 
dash away on emergency calls. 
Crowds

Later Wallace was appointed to the 
police force; he became a sergeant and 
finelly detective. He resigned from tlie 
police force to become assistant recorder 
of Marion county. 
He was then elect- 
-ed recorder and finally became city con- 
troller and mavor. At the present time 
Wallace was the most talked of man lov 
the 
republican nomination for mayor 


Mr. Wallace took as his bride, June 
14, 1914. Miss Helen McClelland, whom 
ho had known for a number of years 
and who was employed as iiis stenog- 
raplier in the controller's ofiice. 
Tliey 
separated August 27 of the same year 
and later were divorced. 
Mr. Wallace 
leaves a brother and sister, both of whom 
are past middle age.

Generally speáking the best known 
hall players, consequently the great- 
est, are born fighters. 


There is many a man in the big 
leagues today who mechanically may 
approach a Cobb or a Speaker but 
because of seeming timidity, and in- 
disposition to fight tooth and nail 
for everything he believes coming to 
him, are known relatively not at all. 


Cobb never would have been the 
figure he is in baseball today were it 
, not for the picturesqueness of his 
many irrelevant escapades, both on 
and oft the diamond. 


Cobb broke in on one of the hard- 
est ball clubs in the léague to make 
good with. They were tough gentle- 
men—the Delehantys, 
MoriarJtys, 
Mclntyres, Schmidts, et. al. In the 
assertion of what he believed to be 
his rights Tyrus Raymond Cobb had 
to do fisticuffs with almost every 
player on the old Tigers. 
But he 
established a reputation that never 
Will be lost in baseball's tomes. 


Baseball aggressiveness necessar- 
ily does not mean fist fighting. There 
EJre no ultra-aggressive men of the 
diamond who will not fight at the 
drop of the hat, but It is their verbal 
aggressiveness more than willing- 
ness to fight that wields a force in 
basebalL

Johnnie Evers is a great 
second 
baseman, but greater than that he 
had a tongue, sharp as a serpent's 
tooth, that literally talked the Bos- 
ton Braves into a pennant in lfll4. 
Evers beyond peradventure of doubt 
Is the most verbally aggressive man 
in baseball. 


A great 
umpiré in the National 
league told the writer: 


"I've given up trying to keep him 
quiet. I turn my back on him." 


Evers has been called the "Human 
Victrola." He Is that. He Is more 
for a Victrola at times must'pause 
for a new record while Evers never 
is at a loss for talk. 


"Heinle" Zimmerman of the Cubs 
probably has been sent from more 
games and has frfawn more fines 
than any player in the big league. 
Zimmerman has 
the courage of a 
lion, albeit the bluster of a ward 
politician. 
He lacks the finesse of 
that constant umpire and opponent 
halting which Ifnakes Evers so ex- 
asperating. 


Indeed, Zimmerman Is what the 
* playera call a mark for an umpire. 
There are certain things a player 
can say and do and still remain in 
the "^game and there" are certain 
things , he can neither say ñor do 
•nd stay in the hall gam» 


One of these is to throw the ball 
over the grand-stand. Opposing play- 
ers who want to get Zimmerman out 
of the game more than once have 
tossed the ball to him when he has 
been called out on a close base de- 
cision. 
Invariably the Great Zim, 
as Chicago writers call, him, has 
thrown the ball out of the lot 
He 
is immediately banished from the 
game and later is fined llOO. This 
has not cooled the Great Zim's ar- 
dor for throwing the ball away. 


OTHER A6GBESSIYE 
MEN. 


Herzog of the Cincinnati Reds, 
Fletcher and Doyle of the New York 
Giants, Maranville 
of the Braves,,

to get their opponents' goats. 


In the American league baseball 
is played more with the hands and 
feet and 
not 
so much 
with 
the 
mouth, yet the junior big league or- 
ganization is not without its fighters. 
Morlarlty of Detroit, Weaver of Chi- 
cago, Tris^Speaker 
of the Boston 
Red Sox, Ainsmith of the Nationals, 
and "Tilly" Walker of the Browns 
are peculiar aggressive ball players. 


It is the opinion In expertorial 
baseball circles that the American 


league, or Ban B. Johnson, its pres- 
ident, 
stands 
behind his umpires 
much more than does John K. Tener, 
president of the 
National league, 
and for that reason the American 
league ball players cannot with im- 
punity take the long verbal chance 
which 'the National league players 
take with umpires each day. 


Joe Jackson, of the Cleveland In- 
dians, Is a notable exception to any 
rule that a ball player has to be a 
verbal fighter to make a great name 
fpr himself. 
Jackson Is mechanic- 
ally as P^rf^ct a ball player as one 
would want to see, yet he rarely ut- 
ters so much as a word during a ball 
game. 


"Chief" Wilson of thé Cardinals, 
who is said to be the greatest man 
living on a fly ball, and "Silent 
John" Hummel of the Brooklyn Su- 
perbas are two. other players who 
are as taciturn 
as graven Images 
both on and off the ball field. Me- 
chanically both of these men are 
great ball players, 
yet from their 
very lack of aggressive picturesque- 
ness they never could be as well 
known as Cohh, Speaker, Zlmmer- 
inan, Evers and other pli^ers whose 
natures seem to undergo a change 
once they have donned a baseball 
uniform.

A NOTABLE 
EXCEPTIOIi. 


The machine of Connie Mack was 
notable for Its lack of verbal ag- 
gressiveness. That club played game 
after game without protesting to an 
umpire once, nor engaging their op- 
ponents In oral 
tilts, nor In fact, 
hardly uttering a syllable. Well, it 
was a great team, so much greater 
than the ordinary sort of ball club, 
that no doubt this certain kind.of 
mucreasivenesa .was unnecessaiy. 


But the best evidence In the world 
that fans do not 
"go crazy" cvei 
such ball may be deducted from the 
fact that Mack is said to have lost 
money In 1914 with a pennant win- 
ning ball club. To be sure Phila- 
delphia had been pennant surfeiced, 
but even so were the "old fight" and 
the aggression manifested more on

T h e Fort Wayne Vocational School 


W. E. GoftOON,

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Foit Wayne, Indiana 
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- The Fort 
Wayne 
vocational 
school 
opens next %veek in the new Harmar 
building, and incidentally, the ])rinling 
department of the institution starts its 
second semester of work. In the depart- 
ment there are more than a dozen boys 
•who are fast becoming printers. 
In 
less than a year they have learned to 
set type to a certain extent, and have 
learned much of the ait of printing. 


When the vocational school waa es- 
tablished several years ago, wood work- 
ing was the only course given boys, 
but so successful did it prove that oth- 
ers were added as necessity required 
them. 
Among these departments was 
printing. 


In the print shop of the vocational 
school, boys are learning to print, not 
from beoks, but from -the experience 
that 
is obtained from direct 
contact 
•with the work. 
Under the guidance of 
a man who was many years a printer 
in many varieties of print shop, 
the 


boys are learning to become printers. 


Have a Real Shop. 


The printing course at the vocational 
school afTords opportunities that 
com- 
bine school room and shop. 
The train- 
ing the yoimgsters get could be obtain- 
ed from neither 
extreme, 
but 
comes 
with a logical and scientific combina- 
tion of school and shop. 


Printing cases are set up just as they 
are in a professional shop, and a press 
is there for the finishing of the work. 
The boys do everything from begiiming 
to end. 
They are learning the grajiliie 
art as it should be taught, from the 
writing to the binding. 
It is the aim 
of the school to turn out printers who 
can 
start an apprentice course in 
a 
job shop or newspaper office with 
a 
thorough understanding of the founda- 
tion of the printing arts. 
It has been 
only in recent years that such training 
could be given, but the results are the 
best answers to the question "Is 
the 
training a success?" 


The boy is taken into the shop when 
he doesn't know the diflfercnco between 
non-pareil and primer, when he doesn't 
know Avhat printers' ink smells 
like. 
And be is turned out a printer, a prm - 
tical man who can go to the case and 
set a job, can compose an ad and lock 
up a form, can run the press and stitcii 
a simple job. But npt only tlie mechan- 
ical portion of the work is taugiit 
i:i 
the vocational 
school, for the art of 
printing is a distinct part of the course 
as 
well. 
It 
takes 
more 
than 
mere 
type setting to make 
an 
all-round 
printer. 


Then, too, the boy is taught English. 
He is taught to write English that is 
readable. He learns to read proof. "Fine 
writing" 
and 
finishing 
school 
phrase- 
ology ore barred, and simple, ungarbled 
English is substituted. 


Learns to Set. 


The 
boy 
entering 
the 
vocational 
school 
department 
of 
printing 
first 
learns the type case. 
He learns that

Then he discovers with glee that "b,"

And he kreps on learning 
the case till he can distinguish "b" from 
"d"' with his eyes closed, which liappens 
to be a decidedly difficult feat for the 
uninitiated. 


Then come the fine points of print- 
ing. 
The 
art 
of 
make-up 
has 
been 
given all too little thought and care in 
the 
vast majority 
of sJiops, and 
it 
sometimea^seems to be the aim of print- 
ers to throw together a hit and miss 
mess that involves all the theorums of 
Jiigher thematics to disentangle. 
It is 
to rid printing of this and kindred faults 
tliat the vocational school aims. 


A neat job, an artistic job, a readable 
job, that is the kind the 
vocational 
school insists upon. 
There- is beauty 


in printing to as marked an extent as 
there is in landscapes, or striped hos- 
iery or casket making. 
Each art has 
its fine points. 
So much for typeset- 
ting, 


"Chance," 


But realizing that the mere setting 
and throwing down of type does not 
constitute the art graphic, the instruc- 
tor goes 
farther into the work, and 
the 
boys 
learn 
to 
write 
things 
to 
print. 
With this as the primal aim, 
remarkable a little publication as is run 
and with a view of telling the world 
what they are doing, the boys edit, pub- 
lish, set, print, bind and distribute as 
ofl" a press in Indiana. 
This publica- 
tion is "Chance," a periodical devoted to 
vocational training as practiced in the 
Fort Wayne public schools. 
Its object 
is well defined in its name, it gives 
boys a chance|to see what they can ac- 
complish, 
it 
helps 
them 
to 
decide 
whether or not vocational training will 
bo of benefit to them. 


"Cliance" 
is published 
monthly 
m 
the school term, and is as neat a little 
periodical as one sees 
anywhere. 
A 
copy of the cover of the last^issue last 
term is shown in the accompanying cut. 
The candlesticlvs were cut out of wood 
by the boys, by hand, and the job on 
the original is printed in black 
and 
gold. The youngsters at the school have 
done a great deal of wood carving in 
making the designs for their covers, and 
have proven themselves masters of the 
art. 


In "Chance" each department of the 
school has its page or chapter, each class 
is represented by a sub-editor. 


Much of the piiblic school printing is 
done in the shop, but no outside work 
is taken in. 
The typographical union 
encourages the training of printers in 
the school, for it in no way interferes 
with the regulations of the union, and 
in addition it is of assistance to the or- 
ganization in picking men for appren- 
tice courses. 


Persa R. Bell, a member of the locai 
typo union, and a printer of years o? 
experience, is in charge of 4he depart- 
ment, and has proven himself an effi- 
cient teacher. 
It has been largely due' 
to his efforts that the scholars have aid- 
vanced as rapidly as they have, and-* 
great deal of credit is due him. 
j

From eight in the morning until 
dusk 
her 
cheery 
voice had rung 
through the corridors of the hospi- 
tal. bringing delight and a psycho- 
logical rest from suffering vo 'ihe 
wounded. Alternately it was raised 
in the songs 
in which she has de- 
lighted so many audiences in the old 
ind. new Avorld. 


The strain on her voice was too 
ireat, and that niglit sho ripparcntly 
:aught cold. The next morning ;ihe 
ft'as hoarse and if she had been ••ail- 
ed on to sing that day .hero would 
have been a mad rush on the box 
office for return money. 
However, 
the greatest throat specialists in the 
kingdom were summoned and agi eed 
that if Miss Janis 
did not refrain 
from singing for several weeks she 
Burely would lose her voice. 
MISSED FROM 
HOSPITAL. 


So she was missed at the hospital. 
The soldiers felt the absence of her 
bright, cheery self even more than 
they did the golden voice, for Miss 
Janis, as was said before, had lav- 
ished 
on these wounded men 
the 
genuine affection that she had Jield 
locked in her heart in dodging Cupid 
about the world. 


Imagine the delight of the young 
British 
soldier 
as 
the 
beautiful 
American actress patted him on the 
head with her small hand and smiled 
into his eyes. 


Imagine the delight of the grizzled 
veteran as this fairy vision bent over 
him "With that cheerful smile and ut- 
tered sofe words of encouragement 
that made him forget his sickness. 
Think, too, of the encouragement of- 
fered the man the nurses said could 
not live when pretty Elsie Janis bent 
over him and allowed her lips to 
touch his fevered brow. 
Lips that 
thousands longed to kiss in America 
were bringing consolation to the dy- 
ing in London hospitals. 
For this 
service Elsie Janis and her sweet 
voice will never be forgotten. 


How great is the contrast between 
this wooed but yet un-won actress 
coldly rejecting the love of million- 
aires as if she had a heart of stone, 
while she lavished her affection on 
wounded British soldiers. 
Yet El- 
sie Janis has had a whole series of 
romancrs 
in America, 
which she 
pin"»-;} ; 1 book 
form a year or so

the full text of foany im- 
pu. oi'Mu d proposals offered her. 


Eisie Janis is one of the most up- 
right of 
women 
on the American 
stage. * She goes about chaperoned 
by her mother who is a sort of Cere- 
bus as far as stage door Lotharios 
are 
concerned. 
Yet 
despite 
this 
espionage the love letters and pro- 
posals have slipped into her hands 
and have been turned to a commer- 
cial use. 


HER LOVE 
LETTERS. 


A love letter received by an act- 
ress is always an asset of a par val- 
ue of 100 per cent. It may either be 
converted into ca«h by its publica- 
tion or in the hands of an attorney 
may be used to form the basis oi a 
breach of promise suit or a hand- 
some cash payment for its return'to 
it« owner. So Elsie Janis with her 
batch of love letters entered the field 
of "literature" by aid of the publish- 
ers. 


Her efforts, or rather the efforts 
of her admirers, bore the title, "The 
Love Letters of an Actress." "While 
a number of more or less tender and 
mushy appeals are contained in this 
boolt. Miss Janis prints one that ad- 
mits, that once she loved but the ob- 
ject of her affection wandered av^ay 
and has not returned up to her pres- 
ent writing. There is real romance 
for the reader. 
Imagine this man 
whom Miss Janis saw but once turn- 
ing up in one of the military hospi- 
tals in London here! 
Could a nov- 
elist or short story writer want a 
better plot. The actress recogn,izing 
the wounded man as her missing 
lover, the swift stage clinch, denot- 
ing at the same time love, engage- 
ment and promise of marriage—and 
then the call for the minister. All of 
which is so remote a possibility that 
perhaps the actress herself has nev- 
er dreamed that it might happen. 


Nevertheless Miss Janis' book of 
love letters contains the basis for 
the above relation of possibilities in 
the following: 


One night when the actress gazed 
over the 
footlights her eyes met

those of a man in the audience. She 
distinctly remembers they were eyes 
of gray and that "it was the trst 
thrill" in 
years. 
Despite the ever 
vigilant mother, Elsie escaped her 
that night, for his car was waiting 
outside the stage door and a little 
supper followed. Of which 
Miss 
Janis wrote in her diary: 
"Oh, I 
am so foolishly happy. 
I do not 
know his name or address, but [ do 
know I .adore him?" 


Was Cupid also off the job that 
night? 
Apparently he was tor lie 
had been pursuing the actress ever 
since she was 18, and surely would 
not have missed an opportunity to 
complete a bargain after Elsie con- 
fessed that she adored this man. Yet 
the stranger never returned and El- 
sie Janis never wed. 
So after all 


E u s i e . 
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there is a possibility of her meeting 
him among the wounded British sol- 
diers. 


That was Elsis Janis' only real 
love affair, although when she left 
her small home town to win her 
name and fortune behind the foot- 
lighfs she left behind her a love- 
smitten youth whom she promised 
to return and marry after she had 
tasted enough from the cup of fame 
and riches. 


The lover's name was "Fred" and' 
here is what he wrote, according to 
her book of letters: 
HER LOVE 
LETTERS. 


"Do you remember the night be- 
fore you left home to 
go on the 
stage, you said: 
'I love you, Fred, 
but I could never be satisfied to set- 
tle down Jhere with you until I have 
tried my wings. I will ccmo back to 
you and love you and 
Sunnyvale 
after I see something of the world.' 
Those were your 
words.. I have 
memorized them as you do a part of 
a play. 
Dearest, that» is six years 
ago; you were 18. I have lived on 
hope held out to me by you on that 


wonderful 
night. 
Now I want to 
know if you really mean as ever. If 
you do really love me tlie same and 
.if you are ready to fulfill your prom- 
ise. 
You have had success. 
You 
have seen the world. 
And now I 
am waiting to receive you as I have 
been since that night. 


"Understand. I don't want you to 
pity me and keep your word unless 
you are really pining for the air of 
Sunnyvalle, 
for the 
chickens, the 
garden and last but not least, for 
me. I do not hold you to your prom- 
ise, for promises 
made at 18 are 
rarely kept at 
Don't try. to be a 
heroine, dear. Tell me the truth. I 
am strong and can stand, but I must 
know now. The longer we wait ihe 
worse it will. be for me. 
As ever 
and always, 
FRED."' 


Apparently Elsie Janis couldn't 
see the farm life or her boyhood 
sweetheart—at least she gives no as- 
surance in her book that she even 
answered this misEive. 


To show that her romance were of 
many different varieties the follow- 
ing letter is included in her book : 


"Dear Elsie: 
I have waited until 
I got on the ship and safely away 
before writ'ug the following, as I 
did not want ro see you smile at an 
old man's foolishness. 
In the first 
place I want to thank you with all 
my 58-year-old heart for the happy 
hours I have spent in your company. 
They say we love only once. I don't 
believe it. For I know that I loved 
my first wife devotedly. 
Now I 
know I love you fondly and truly. 


"The world would say'poor old 
fool,' but I say 'Uicky old dog,' to be 
able at 58 to love as I do; so that I 
am only really happy when In your 
presence. If at any time'you tire of 
your work and would like a home 


that and everyihing that that much 
despised money can buy remember 
that I wait with open arms for you. 
Your servant, 


"JOHN D. WAINWRIGHT." 


Death cut short thir, romano--if 
romance it were—for Wainwright, a 
millionaire, was drowned on the 'fi- 
tanic.

Here is another of Elsie's love let- 
ters of a more dashing and more fa- 
miliar sort: 


"Darling Girl: 
I am 
awako at 
last. Will you marry me? I can give 
you anything that you want. We are 
companionable and all that. What 
do you say? 
Of course, as usual, 
you are right. I have always loved 
you and you know it. 
Give me a 
chance, 
little girl, 
and I'll make 
good.' 
FRANK." 


Of course, there is no such a thing 
as rushing an actress off her feet 
with such a laconic 
proposal, so 
"Frank's" letter apparently 
went 
unanswered. 


H. H. carries off the prize for love 
letters to Elsie Janis in the follow- 
ing: 


"Flowér in the Desert of My Life: 
Examine carefully my heart which 
two weeks ago you took from me and 
see if it is not broken. 
The gods 
have carefully blocked the pathway 
of roses on which I tread when com- 
ing to you, with obstacles which I 
cannot overcome. I must leave town 
for two or three days. My existence 
without your exquisite self will be 
like a Scotch and soda, sans Scotch. 
But the gods decree and being mere- 
ly mortal I must obey. 
Angel su- 
preme I kiss your eyes and flee but 
to return to kiss them once again. 
Ever thine. 
H. H." 


But Elsie learned that the godtj 
who blocked 
H. H.'s pathway of J 
roses were a wife and several chil-j 
dren 
so 
too 
this 
romance

through. 
Apparently the actress 
treated proposals of love with a cer- 
tain contempt with the single ex- 
ception of the man with the "gr«r| 
eyes" who disappeared after thatj 
supper and never returned.

Now the cat is coming into its own 
In polite New York society. 


The pet monkey saw its debut in- 
to popularity, at the beginning of the 
summer season in Mrs. Vernon Cas- 
tle's 
muff, a complement 
of her 
summer furs, and society followed 
suit with monkeys as part of their 
equipment on the bathing beaches. 
But now the monkey has been placed 
back in its cage, as far as society is 
concerned, and the 
cat has been 
pulled forth from its napping place 
in the sun-parlor to be for a short 
time the idol of society fad. 


Mrs. Anita Comfort Brooks, lead- 
er of the anti-Suffrage league in 
N'ew York, is the sponsor of the new 
fad and in introducing it gave a 
birthday dinner for her cat, H. R. H., 
King Edward VII. Of course a lot 
of other cats and society women 
were at the jcat di^nner and it was 
pronounced a success—by both the 
cats and their mistresses. 


The dinner v\-as given in Central 
. Park, 
New 
York, 
not refraining 
from aiding in the ecccntricity cf the 
social leaders and was mado nore 
attractive by the presonce of Indians 
and Boy Scouts, who served lunch. 


New York, of course, is used to 
anything. 
It 
suffered 
no shock 
"When informed that it was to have 
a cat dinner. 
New York had seen 
felines frequenting its alleys and 
Btreetirand saw no reason why these 
cats should not 
have a dinner of 
their own, other than that provided 
by the occasional donated saucer 
of milk or the trimmings of meat 
thrown out the back door for thé 
canine wanderers.

Yet New York didn't know this 
was to be a big exclusive fare and 
affair for cats of royalty and not for 
the common felines that live and die 
in the alleys of the great city.

is on the menu. The society leaders, 
who had Imagined that their c^ts 
«would sit at the table and eat \Uth 
the same complacency and decorilitt 
of humans, were a bit surprised.'but 
then i[nui>ed themselves to the àov- 
«Ity (if novelty it w«re) of seeing 
, btj^'-brfd-cat« eàting like wild 


mals and seated themselves at the 
tables and enjoyed their own meals 
following those of the cats.

Here Is a comparison between the conditions (tinder which Napoleon 
And the Austro-Germans entered Russia. 


ITapoleon. 
Had 500,000 men. 
Many troops disloyal. 
Poor supply system. 
No lines of communication. 
Poor financial backing. 
Troops exhausted. 


Napoleon also was farther away 
from his base of supplies and had 
no means of communication such as 
are afforded by present day con- 
veniences. 
His 
army 
also lacked 
that 
preparedness 
for which 
the 
Germans are famed. 
During their 
advances all bridges have been re- 
paired, roads built through forests 
and railroads, destroyed by the Rus- 
Bians,' rebuilt. 


Will the allied 
Austro-German 
forces under Generals Von Hinden- 
burg and Mackensen meet with Na- 
poleon's fate next winter when their 
forces are compelled to undergo the 
rigors of a winter in Russia? 


Opinion in Paris is that a fata 
Bimilar to that met by the great gen- 
eral of the French more than a cen- 
tury ago awaits the Austrians and 
the Germans during the coming win- 
ter. 


The foe is advancing into Russia 
tinder circumstances comparable to 
those that lured the First Consul to 
defeat. The troops of the Czar are 
yielding as they did to Napoleon, but 
at the same time they are destroying 
ever3i.hing left behind and the Au- 
Btro-Germans may find themselves 
in the interior of the country with- 
out food or shelter 
when, the Rus- 
sian 
winter, that great undefeated 
foe, sweeps 
down upon them to 
freeze the blood of the soldiers with 
his cold breath. 
• 
. 


The circumstances under which 
Von Hindenburg and Mackensen are 
now operating 
in 
Russia are far 
more favorable in many aspects than 
those under which Napoleon made 
his invasion. The forces of the Aus- 
tro-Germau are almost twice the 
size of the Grand Army led by the 
First Consul. 


The Austro-German troops 
are 
better trained and better 
equipped 
and are more fired by patriotism 
than were the troops of Napoleon. 
His corps were made up partly by 
Prussians and Austrians who were 
under forced service and hated Na- 
poleon. In his victories at Jena and 
ilsewhere he had arranged as a part 
of the peace treaty that the Prus- 
sians and Austrians were to supply 
him -with a certain number of troops 
on demand, and it was with a force 
Including 
such 
men 
undergoing 
forced service that he undertook the 
Invasion of Russia. 
TEUTOliS BETTER 
EQUIPPED. 


The Austro-Germans are better 
Equipped and better supplied than 
were the troops of Napoleon. 
Thia 
French government at the time was 
almost impoverished, the French 
revolution having been followed by 
the invasion of Italy and the cam- 
paign in Egypt, and the whole coun- 
try having tired of war. Had it not 
been for the fear in which the great 
leader was held the whole nation 
would have revolted against fujther 
tv^ar or conquests. 


So Napoleon was not furnished a 
large army and his requests for pro- 
visions and equipment were curtail- 
ed. 


Under these circumstances, it will 
be' recalled. Napoleon on June 22, 
1812, declared war on Russia and 
crossed the Niemen 
into Russian 
territory with an army of more than 
500,000 men. The Russians, in ác- 
cordance with 
the plans of their 
generals, avoided battles, retreating 
Before the advance of the French. 
But 
as they are doing at present 
they devastated the country through 
which they passed, leaving noth-r 
Ing in the 
fields 
that the French 
toight 
use 
in replenishing 
their 
itores. 


Napoleon with the main body of 
the Grand Anny pursued the retreat- 
ing Russians 
and reached 
Wilña 
June 28, where 
he remained until 
the middle of Auguiat before contin- 
uing his advance toward Moscow in 
pursuit of the Russians. Already the 
effects of the destructive policy of 
the Russians began to be felt in the 
French army; as 25,000 sick and 
wounded filled the hospitals and 10,- 
000 ,dead horae« 
strewed the road 
fronj Wilna. 
.The 
death 
of the 
horiseg caused 125 pieces of artillery 
to be abandoned. \

sians; but during the night the in- 
habitants set fire to the town, which 
was soon reduced to ashes, and fled 
with the army. 


The Russians continued their re- 
treat toward 
Moscow, pursued by 
the French. 
Because 
the troops 
were not satisfied with General Par- 
clay de Tolly's 
strategy of fleeing 
the foe, the Czar removed him and 
sent 
General 
Kutusoff 
to 
take 
charge. 
AT MOSCOW. 


On September 14, 1812, the French 
army came in sight of the great city 
of Moscow and beheld its lofty stee- 
ples and copper domes glittering in 
the sun. When the city burst upon 
his 
gaze. 
Napoleon 
exclaimed: 
"Behold, yonder is the celebrated 
city of 
the 
Czar." 
The 
French 
troops rushed forward and entered 
Moscow on the same day,* but were 
surprised to find its 300,000 inhab- 
itants had fled. Napoleon took up 
his residence in the Kremlin, the 
ancient palace of the Czars. 


Before Moscow had been abandon- 
ed by its inhabitants. Count Rostop- 
schin, the 
Russian 
governor, had 
taken measures to burn the city aft- 
er the French should enter. Accord- 
ingly 
several 
nights later a vast 
fire broke out in all quarters of the 
city and in a few hours the holy 
citadel 
of 
the 
Russians was 
in 
flames, the blaze having been start- 
ed by convicts that the governor had 
freed/for the purpose. 
The greater 
paît of the city was reduced to ashes 
and the French were compelled to- 
retreat to a neighboring village. 


Napoleon 
returned 
a few days 
later, however, and made his head- 
quarters in a part 
of the Kremlin 
that had not been destroyed by the 
flames. 


The destruction of Moscow de- 
prived the French of winter quar- 
ters. 
The Russian armies, which 
now were vastly 
superior to the 
French, .threatened to 
cut off all 
communication 
of 
supplies 
with 
France, and Napoleon's peace pro- 
posals were rejected. 
In this crit- 
ical situation the little general found 
himself compelled to order a retreat 
to Poland. 
On October 19, 1812, 
Moscow was evacuated. 
BATTLE WITH 
WINTER. 


The horrors of thig retreat exceed 
anything in the annals of war. The 
Russians 
gent 
out their cossacks 
who 
greatly 
annoyed the French 
rear and cut off straggling parties, 
while the main division of the Rus- 
sian army 
pursued the retreating 
i'rench troops and forced them to 
contest every inch of the way. The 
French army was encumbered with 


Von, Hindenburg's Drive 
Into Russia Recalls the Little 
CorporaFs Campaign and 
Famous Retreat From Mos- 
cow—It Is Admitted In Mili- 
tary Circles That Germany 
Is Much Better Prepared to 
Force Her Way Through the

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Its sick and dying. On November 6 
an enemy far more terrible than the 
bullets of theHussians or the lances 


of tbe cossacks, made its appeal*- 
ance. 
This 
enemy was a Russian 
winter of unusual severity 


The thermometer sank to 18 de- 
grees below zero, and the,cold wind 
howled iuriously over the >ast step- 


pes. The French army was becom- 
ing weaker and weaker by the casu- 
alties of battle and by hunter, cold 


and fatigue. The roads were strewn 
^vith dead and dying men and horses. 
The starving troops 
fell upon tho 
the dead and dying horses and de- 
voured 
their 
flesh 
like famished 
wolves, and many who had remained 
with tlie dying embers of the biv- 
ouac fires fell asleep to awaken no 
more. All discipline was gone and 
all the heavy artillery was aban- 
doned to the pursuing Russians. 


The main Russian 
army, 
under 
Kutusoff, numbering 100,000 men, ad- 
vanced by a route parallel to that of 
the 
French' army 
while another 
army pressed upon the French x ear, 
with the Cossacks harrassing the re- 
treating 'troops. 
On November 9 
l^apoleon and 
his troqps reached 
Spaolensk where they rested imtil 
tbe 15th, when ,the disastrous re- 
treat 
was 
renewed. 
The French 
rear guard under Marshal Ney al- 
most was totally destroyed. 


In the battle of Krasnoi, Novem- 
ber 16, 17 and 18, the French lost 
30,000 men in killed, wounded ind 
prisoners. 
Ney's fortunate 
but 
dangerous 
passage 
of the frozen 
Dneiper river was one of the most 
daring feats in historj% 


The troops crossed the thin ice 
in safety but the wagons containing 
the sick and wounded sank into the 
cold waters amid tho shrieks of the 
unfortunate sufferers. 


The most horrible of this series 
of horrors was the passage of the 
Beresina. 
While the French were 
passing over the bridges the enemy 
appeared and opened fire, on them. 


One of the bridges, unable to t)ear 
the weight of the 
crowd upon it, 
broke, precipitating into the stream 
thousands 
whose 
screams 
were 
heard 
above 
the roar of Russian 
cannon and the cheers of the cos- 
sacks. 
Many 
who 
attempted to 
cross over the other 
bridges wer« 
swept off by the Russian artillery, or 
thrown over by their confused com- 
rades. 
The following spring whpa 
tie ice melted, 36.000 bodies wera 
found in the channel of the river. 


This mournful disaster completed 
the destruction of the Grand Army 
of Napoleon. When the French army 
reached the Niemen the rear guard 
under Marshal Ney was reduced to 
30 men. It was this body that had 
stood the brunt of the Russian at-, 
tacks during the. retreat 


REAR GUARD. 


The veteran marshal, 
bearing-A 
musket and pointing it at the pur- 
suing enemy, was 
the last^of tht 
Grand Army to leave Russian ter- 
ritory. 
Napoleon 
already had left 
his troops 
and gone by sledge fô 
Paris. 
His losses in this campaign 
were: 125,000 men killed in battle; 
132,000 died from hunger, cold and 
fatigue, and 193,000 were captured— 
making his total loss 450,000. 


Thus started the series of defeats 
that led to the capture of Paris by 
Austria, Prussia and other allies and 
Napoleon's retirement to the island 
of 
Elba. 
He returned later to be 
defeated at Waterloo and then to be 
exiled to St. Helena where he died. 


Cruel winter that even the great 
Napdleon himself 
could not «efeat 
won the great victory that led to tho 
downfall 
of the 
world's greatest 
army leader. 
Will the Austro-Ger- 
mans in their 
present 
mad driva 
farther and farther into the interior, 
of Russia be able to face this inex- 
orable foe? 


It is pointed out by some that thej 
are better equipped than Napoleon 
in a hundred different ways. He had 
relied on capturing rich stores in 
Moscow and along the way; he had 
hoped for a place of shelter during 
the winter in the great city of tho 
Czars. 
When these two important 
thing^ were denied him by fate ho 
had to yield. 


Some credit German preparednesa 
' of which we hear so much with be- 
ing able to overcome these barriers 
of nature. 
In the recent campàign 
tiiat resulted in the capture of War- 
saw, the AUStro-Germans were ?bl« 
* to bring up their wagon trains with 
great rapidity. 
Roads 
were built 
through forests hitherto impassable. 
Bridges werç reconstructed and rail- 
roads were built so that now théra 
is an almost direct line of conlmunl- 
cation from their 'base of suppllea 
to their present front, a line not, 
only of good roads but even Of xàiî- 
roads. 


yet, despite these advantages, vlU 
the Gerihans be able to Starid tha 
rigors of a Russian 
wlnterî, Tfië 
Russians, long inured to severe, cold, 
will have a great advantage oyer 
their foe when-their great natÙïiil 
aid comes to their assistance.

In 
it Stcfansson says the newly discovered 
land is located near 7S degrees north 
latitude and 117 degrees west longitude. 
He actually saw about 100 miles of 
.coast line running in an easterly direc- 
tion nnd apparently penetrating to a 
distance twenty miles inland where from 
a hilltop the "explorer saw mountains 
at a distance of fifty miles. 


Cyrus Adams, president of the Amer- 


ican geographers, declared today that 
Stcfansson'* new land lies more than 
Kid miles to the north of Prince Patrick 
Viand and that the most southerly part 
,,f the land which the explorer visited is 
considerably to the east of the most 
eastward extension of Prince Patrick 
island. 
The lands nearest to it. Mr 


Adams said, was the Polynia islands, a 
little group north 
of Prince Patrick 


island about 75 or 80 miles from the 
rcw land. 


Mr. Adams expressed the opinion tha 


the land discovered by Stefansson rise 
from the continental shelf in sballo-i 
waters that mirroimdd the Parry Archi 
pelago and that its discovery shows tha 
this part of the Arctic ocean is com 
pnrativoly shallow. 


M.r Adams also pointed out that an- 


other notable achievement was Stef- 
nnsson's charting of the northeast coast 
of Prince Patrick island. There was n 
stretch of some fifty miles of this const 
line which had not been covered in pre- 
vious surveys but the gap now has been 
filled. 


The expedition was undertaken by 


Stefansson to test the theories which 
had been set forth by T)r. Nansen nnd 
others that the unexplored portion of 
the Arctic ocea:n is a deep basin vir- 
tually devoid of land. Other explorers 
had asserted that land of considerable 
area lies undiscovered tlere.

|What players are so temperamental- 
ly constituted that they cannot play 
baseball without aggression? Is the 
aggressive ball player to be rated 
above his peaceful club-mate? 
Generally speaking the best known 
ball players, consequently tho great- 
est, are born fighters. 


There is many a roan in the big 


leagues today who mechanically-may 
approach a Cobb or a Speaker but 
because of seeming timidity, and In- 
disposition to fight tooth and nail 
for everything he believes coming to 
him, arc known relatively not at all. 


Cobb never would have been tho 


figure he is in baseball today were It 
not for tho picturesqueness of his 
many irrelevant escapades, both on 
and oft the diamond. 


Cobb broke in on one of tho hard- 


est ball clubs in the league to make 
good with. They were tough gentle- 
men—the Delehantys, 
Moriarltys, 


Mclntyres, Schmidts, et. al. In tho 
assertion of what he believed to be 
his rights Tyrus Raymond Cobb had 
to do fisticuffs with almost every 
player on the old Tigers. 
But he 


established a reputation that never 
Will be lost in baseball's tomes. 


Baseball aggressiveness necessar- 


ily does not mean fist, fighting. There 
are no ultra-aggressive men of the 
diamond who will not fight at the 
drop of the hat, but It la their verbal 
aggressiveness more than willing- 
ness to fight that wields a force in 
baseball. 


TALKING FOB 
A PENUA5T. 


Johnnie Evers is a great 
second 


baseman, but greater than that ho 
had a tongue, sharp as a serptint's 
tooth, that literally talked the Bos- 
ton Braves into a pennant in 1014. 
Evers beyond peradventure of doubt 
is thn most verbally aggressive man 
in baseball. 


A great umpire in the National 


league told the writer: 


"I've given up trying to keep him 


quiet. I turn my back on him." 


Evers has been called the "Human 


Victrola." He is that. He Is more 
for a Victrola at times must pause 
for a new record while Evers never 
is at a loss for talk. 


"Heinle" Zimmerman of the Cubs 


probably has been sent from morn 
games and has -»ra.vn more fines 
than any player in tho big league. 
Zimmerman has 
the courage of a 


lion, albeit the bluster of a ward 
politician. 
Ho lacks the finesse of 


that constant umpire and opponent 
baiting which makes Evers so ex- 
asperating. 


Indeed, Zimmerman is what iho 


players call a mark for an umpire. 
There are certain things a player 
can say and do and still remain in 
the game and there are certain 
things he can neither say nor do 
and stay in the ball gam* 


Ono of theso is to throw the ball 


over the grand-stand. Opposing play- 
ers who want to get Zimmerman out 
of thn game more than once have 
tossed tho ball to him when he has 
been called ont. on a close base de- 
cision. 
Invariably the Great Zira, 


as Chicago writers call him, has 
thrown iho, ball out of the lot 
He 


is 
immediately banished from the 


game and later is fined $100. This 
has not cooled the Great Zim's ar- 
dor for throwing the ball away.

Herzog of the Cincinnati Reds, 


Fletcher and Doyle of the New York 
Giants,

is played more with the hands and

Moriarity of Det.roit, -Weaver of Chi- 
cago, Tris Speaker 
of the Boston 


Red Sox, Ainsmith of the Nationals, 
and "Tilly" Walker of the Browns 
arc peculiar aggressive ball players. 


It. is thn 
opinion 
in cxpertorlal 


baseball circles that tho American 


league, or Ban B. Johnson, its pres- 
ident, stands behind big umpires 
much more than does John K. Tener, 
president o£ the 
National league, 


and for that reason the American 
league ball players cannot with im- 
punity take the long verbal chance 
which the National league players 
take with umpires each day. 


Joe Jackson, of the Cleveland In- 


dians, is a notable exception to any 
rule that a ball player has to be .a 
verbal fighter to make a great name 
for himself. Jackson is mechanic- 
ally as perfect a ball player as one 
would want to- see, yet he rarely ut- 
ters so much as a word during a ball 
game. 


"Chief" Wilson of the Cardinals, 


who Is said to be the greatest man 
living on a fly ball, and "Silent 
John" Hummel of the Brooklyn Su- 
perbas are two other players who 
aro as taciturn 
as graven images 


both on and off the ball field. Me- 
chanically both of these men are 
great ball players, 
yet from their 


very lack of aggressive picturesaue- 
ncss they never could bo as well 
known as Cobb, Speaker, Zimmer- 
man, Evers and other players whose 
natures seem to undergo a change 
once they have donned a baseball 
uniform.

THE FIELD. 


A more gentlemanly and quiet ball 


player 
off the field than Johnny 


Evers one, would go a long way to 
see. 
A more raging, roaring cata- 


mount once in a ball gamo than this 
same Evers, fans never will see. 


For one thing, fans like to see the 


aggressive typo of ball player. 
Per- 


haps if they knew tho noxious ex- 
halations of some players when ad- 
dressing umpires they would be not 
so keen for tho -tilts which punc- 
tuate many games, this being partic- 
ularly true in tho National league. 


But they cannot hear the precise 


verbiage and in a row between a 
player and an umpire they see only 
one gentleman' airing1 his grievances 
to one who has apparently wronged 
him, and there Is something in hu- 
man nature which makes this strike 
a responsive chord. 


Hence 
the fighting ball players 


aro tho popular ones and tho writer 
has had fans tell him they would 
rather watch Zimmerman or Evcra 


go through one hot game than see 
an entire series between clubs who 
are of the pacific school of baseball 
play. 


A NOTABLE 
EXCEPTION. 


The machine of Connie Mack was 


notable for its lack 
of verbal ag- 


gressiveness. That club played game 
after game without protesting to an 
umpire once, nor engaging their op- 
ponents in oral tilts, nor in fact, 
hardly uttering a syllable.

was a great team, so much greater 
than the ordinary sort of ball club, 
that no doubt, this certain kind of 
accrcssivencss was unnecessary.

Park, New York, not refraining 
from aiding ir. the ccemtri'Mly of ihe 
social leaders and was :nudo more 
attractive by the presence of Indians 
and Boy Scouts, who served lunch.

Napoleon also was farther 


from his base of supplies and had 
no means of communication such as 
are afforded by present day con- 
veniences. His army also lacked 
that preparedness for which the 
Germans are famed. During tteir 
advances all bridges have been re- 
paired, roads built through forests 
and railroads, destroyed by the Rus- 
sians, rebuilt 


Will the allied Austro-German 


forces under Generals Von Hinden- 
burg and Mackensen meet with Na- 
poleon's fate next winter when their 
forces are compelled to undergo tha 
rigors of a -winter In Russia? 


Opinion in Paris Is that » fata 


similar to that met by the great gen- 
eral of the French more than * cen- 
tury ago awaits the Austrians and 
the Germans during the coming win- 
ter. 


The foe Is advancing into Russia 


tinder circumstances comparable to 
those that lured the First Consul to 
defeat. The troops of the Czar are 
yielding as they did to Napoleon, but 
at the same time they are destroying 
everything left behind and the Au- 
stro-Germans may find themselves 
In the interior of tlie country with-. 
out food or' shelter when the Rus- 
sian winter, that great undefeated 
too, sweeps down upon them to 
freeze the blood of the soldiers with 
his cold breath. 
- . . . . • 


The circumstances, under -which 


Von Hiiidenburg and Mackensen are 
now operating 
In Russia are far 


more favorable in many aspects than 
those under which Napoleon made 
his invasion. The forces of. the Aus- 
tro-German are almost twice the 
size of the Grand Army led by tha 
First Consul. 


The Austro-German troops are 


better trained and better equipped 
and are more fired by patriotism 
than were the troops of Napoleon. 
His corps were made np partly by 
Prussians and Austrians who were 
under forced service and hated Na- 
poleon. In his victories at Jejia and 
Elsewhere he had arranged as a part 
nf the peace treaty'that the Prus- 
sians and Austrians were to supply 
him with a certain number of troops 
on demand, and it was with a force 
Including 
auch 
men 
undergoing 


forced service that he undertook the 
Invasion of Russia. 


i'EUTONS BETTER 
EQUIPPED. 


The Austro-Germans are batter 


equipped and better supplied than 
were the troops of Napoleon. The 
French government at the time was 
almost impoverished, the French 
revolution having been followed by 
the invasion of'Italy and the cam- 
paign in Egypt, and the whole coun- 
try having tired of war. Had it not 
been for the fear in which the great 
leader was held the whole nation 
would have revolted against further 
war or conquests. 


So Napoleon was not furnished a 


large army and bis requests for pro- 
visions and equipment were curtail- 
ed.Under these circumstances, it will 
be recalled, Napoleon on June 22, 
1812, declared war on Russia and 
crossed the Niemen into Russian 
territory with an army of more than 
600,000 men. The Russians, in ac- 
cordance with 
the plans of their 


generals, avoided battles, retreating 
before the advance of the French. 
But as they are doing at present 
the'y devastated the country through 
which they passed, leaving noth- 
ing in the fields that the French 
might use in replenishing their 
gtores. 
' 
Napoleon with the main body of 


the Grand Army pursued the retreat- 
ing Russians 
and reached WHna 


Juno 28 where he remained until 
the middle of August before contin- 
uing his advance toward Moscow m 
pursuit of the Russians. Already the 
effects of the destructive policy of 
the Russians began to be felt in the 
French army; as 25,000 sick and 
wounded filled the hospitals and 10,- 
000 dead horses strewed the road 
from Wilna. 
The 
death 
of tho 


horses caused 125 pieces of artillery 
to be abandoned.

treat toward Moscow, pursued by 
the French. 
Because the troops 


were not satisfied with General Par- 
clay de Tolly's strategy of fleeing 
the foe, the Czar removed him and 
sent 
General 
Kutusoff 
to take 


charge. 
AT MOSCOW. 


On September 14, 1812, the French 


army came in sight of the great city 
of Moscow and beheld its lofty stee- 
ples and copper domes glittering in 
the sun. When the city burst upon 
his 
gaze, 
Napoleon 
exclaimed: 


"Behold, yonder is the celebrated 
city of the Czar." 
The French 


troops rushed forward and entered 
Moscow on tho same day, but were 
surprised to find Its 300,000 inhab- 
itants had fled. Napoleon took up 
his residence in the Kremlin, the 
ancient palace of the Czars. 


Before Moscow had been abandon- 


ed by its Inhabitants, Count Rostop- 
schln, tho Russian governor, had 
taken measures to burn the city aft- 
er tho French should enter. Accord- 
ingly several 
nights later a vast 


firo broke out, in all quarters of tho 
city and In a few hours the holy 
citadel of the Russians was 
in 


flames, the blaze having been start- 
ed by convicts that the governor had 
freed for tho purpose. Tho greater 
part of the city was reduced to ashes 
and the" French were compelled to- 
relre'atlo a neighboring village. 


Napoleon 
returned 
a few days 


later, however, and made his head- 
quarters in a part of tho Kremlin 
that had not been destroyed by the 
flames. 


The destruction of Moscow de- 


prived the French of winter quar- 
ters. 
The Russian armies, which 


now wcro vastly superior to the 
French, threatened to cut off all 
communication 
of supplies with 


France, and Napoleon's peace pro- 
posals were rejected. In this crit- 
ical situation the little general found 
himself compelled-to order a retreat 
to Poland. On October 19, 1S12, _ 
Moscow %vas evacuated. 
BATTLE WITH 
WIXTEU. 


The horrors of this retreat exceed 


anything in the annals of war. The 
Russians sent out. their cossacks 
who greatly annoyed the French 
rear and cut off straggling parties, 
while the main division of tho Rus- 
sian army pursued the retreating 
French troops and forced them to 
contest every inch of the way. The 
French army was encumbered with 
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Von Hindenburg's Drive 


Into Russia Recalls the Little 


Corporal's Campaign and

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its sick and dying. On November 6 
an enemy far more terrible than the 
bullets of the Russians or the lances. 


of the cossacka, made" its appear- 
ance. This 
enemy was a Russian 


winter ol unusual severity 


The thermometer sank to IS de- 


grees below zero, and the cold wind f 
bowled furiously over the vast step- 


pes. 
The French army was becom- 


ing weaker and weaker by the casu- 
alties o£ battle and by hunger, cold 


and fatigue. The roads were strewn 
with dead and dying men and horses. 
The starving troops fell upon tho 
the dead and dying horses and de- 
voured their flesh like famished 
wolves, and many who had remained 
with the dying embers of the biv- 
ouac fires fell asleep to awaken no 
more. All discipline was gone and 
all the 
heavy artillery was aban- 


doned to the pursuing Russians. 


The main Russian army, under 


Kutusoff. numbering]00.000 men, ad- 
vanced by a route parallel to that of 
the 
French army 
while another 


army pressed upon the French tear. 
with the Cossacks harrassing the re- 
treating 
troops. 
On November 9 


Napoleon and his troops reached 
Smolensk where they rested until 
the 15th, when 
the disastrous re- 


treat, was | renewed. Tim French 
rear guard under Marshal Ney al- 
most was totally destroyed. 


In the battle of Krasnoi, Novem- 


ber 16. 17 and IS. the French lost 
SO,000. men in killed, wounded and 
prisoners. 
Ney's fortunate 
but 


dangerous passage 
of tho frozen 


Dneiper river was one of the most 
da'rlng feats in history. 


The troops crossed the thin ice 


in safety but. the wagons containing 
the sick and wounded sank into tho 
cold waters amid the shrieks of the 
unfortunate sufferers. 


The most, horrible of this series 


of horrors was the passage of tho 
Bercsina. 
While the "French were 


passing over tho bridges the. enemy 
appeared and opened fire on them. 


One of 1h« bridges, unable to -near 
the weight, of tho crowd upon it, 
broke, precipitating into tho stream 
thousands 
whoso 
screams 
wcro 


heard 
above tlio roar of Russian, 


cannon and tho cheers of the cos- 
wicks. 
Many 
who attempted to 


<TOHH over tho other bridges wer« 
swept oft by tho Russian artillery, or 
thrown over by their confused com- 
rades. The following spring when 
the ic,o molted. 3fi,000 bodies wcr« 
found In tllu channel of the river. 


This mournful disaster completed 


the dost ruction of the Grand Army 
of Napoleon. When the French army 
reached tho Niemcn t.ho rear guard 
under Marshal Ncy was reduced to 
30 men. It was this body that had 
stood the brunt of the Russian a.tr 
tacks during-tho retreat. 
LAST OF 
HEAR (iUARD. 


The veteran marshal, bearing •' 


musket and pointing it at the pur- 
suing enemy, was 
the last of th« 


Grand Army to leave Russian ter- 
ritory. Napoleon 
already had left 


his troops and gone by sledge to 
I'aris. 
His losses in this campaign 


were: .12f>,000 men killed In battle; 
132,000 died from hunger, cold and 
fatigue, and 193,000 worn <:aptured— 
making his total loss 450,000. 


Thus started the series of defeat* 


that led to the. capture of Paris by 
Austria, Prussia and other allies and 
Napoleon's retirement to the island 
of 
F.lba. 
Ho returned later to ba 


defeated at. Waterloo and then to ba 
exilrd to St. Helena where he died. 


Cruel winter that even the great 


Napoleon himself 
could not fiereat 


won the great victory that led to tha 
downfall 
of the 
world's greatest 


army leader. Will the Austro-Ger- 
mans in their present mad drivft 
farther and farther into the interior 
of Russia be able to face this inex- 
orable foe'.' 


It is pointed out by some that they 


are hotter equipped than Napokon 
in a hundred different ways. Ho had 
relied on capturing rich stores in. 
Moscow and along the way; he had 
hoped for a place of shelter during 
the winter in the great, city of tho 
C'/.ars. 
When these two important 


things were denied him by fate ha 
had to yield. 


Some credit German preparedness 


of which we hear so much with be- 
ing able to' overcome these barriers^ 
of nature. In the recent, campaign 
that resulted In the capture of War- 
saw, tho Austro-Germans were flbla 
to bring up their wagon trains with 
great, rapidity. Roads were built 


, through forests hitherto impassable. 


Bridges were reconstructed and rail- 
roads were built so that now there 
is an almost direct line of communi- 
cation from their base of supplies 
to their present, front, a line not 
only of good roads but even of lail- 
roads. 


Yet, despite these advantages, will 


the Germans be able to stand ths 
rigors of a Russian winter? Tha 
Russians, long inured to severe cold, 
will have a great advantage over 
their foe when their great natural 
aid comes to their assistance. 


Will the Austro-Germans be able 


to bear it. or will they have to re- 
treat with terrible loss as did Na- 
poleon and his Grand Army mor« 
than 100 years agol
